Askew of her trials on account of her religious opinions, but is 
a distinct and apparently earlier impression than that in the Huth 
Inbrary, which is said to be unknown to bibliographers.

‘‘T amas badly off in this place as in America, beset by visitors at all times 
and seasons, and forced to dine out every day. ..I have got to understand 
the low life of Naples (among the Fishermen and Idlers), almost as well as I do 
the do. do. of my own Country, always excepting the language, which is very 
peculiar and extremely difficult, and would require a year’s constant practice 
at least. It is no more like Italian than English is to Welsh, and as they 
don’t say half of what they mean, but make a wink or a kick stand for a whole 
sentence, it is a marvel to me how they comprehend each other . 


Here follows a long and minute description of Nutolen ithe Bay, 


Herculaneum, Pompeu, d&c. the letter concludes with a full 


descriptive account of his ascent of Vesuvius 

‘“«,,. Yesterday, leaving at four o’clock, we began (a small party of six) the 
ascent of Mount Vesuvius, with six horses saddled, an armed soldier for a guard, 
and twenty-two guides. The latter rendered necessary by the severity of the 
weather, which is greater than has been known for twenty years, and has 
covered the precipitous part of the mountain with deep snow, the surface of 
which is glassed with one smooth sheet of ice from the top of the cone to the 
bottom ... It was an inexpressibly lovely night, without a cloud ; and when the 
day was quite gone, the moon (within a few hours of the full) came proudly up, 
showing the sea, and the Bay of Naples, and the whole country in such majesty 
as no words can express, We rode to the beginning of the snow and then dis- 
mounted... The ascent was as steep as this line—very nearly perpendicular. 
We were all tumbling at every step, and looking up and seeing the people in 
advance tumbling over one’s very head ; and looking down and seeing hundreds 
of feet of smooth ice below, was, IJ must confess, anything but agreeable... By 
prodigious exertions we passed the region of snow and came into that of fire, 
desolate and awful, you may well suppose. It was like working one’s way 
through a dry waterfall, with every mass of stone burnt and charred into 
enormous cinders, and smoke and sulphur bursting out of every chink and 
crevice, so that it was difficult to breathe. High before us, bursting out of a 
hill at the top of the mountain, the fire was pouring out, reddening the night 
with flames, blackening it with smoke, and spotting it with red hot stones and 
cinders that fell down again in showers. At every step, everybody fell, now 
into a hot chink, now into a bed of ashes, now over a mass of cindered iron, 
and the confusion in the darkness (for the smoke obscured the moon in this 
part), and the quarrelling and shouting, and roaring of the guides; and the 
waiting every now and then for somebody who was not to be found, and was 
supposed to have tumbled into some pit or other, made such a scene of it as I 
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Lor 69, continued. 
can give you no idea of . . . The only way to get down was for the Guides to 
make a chain, holding by each other’s hands, and beat a narrow track in it, into 
the snow below, with their sticks. My two unfortunate ladies were taken out 
of their litters again, with half a dozen men hanging on to each, to prevent their 
falling forward, and we began to descend this way. It was like a tremendous 
dream. It was impossible to stand, and the only way to prevent oneself from 
going sheer down the precipice, every time one fell, was to drive one’s stick 
into one of the holes the Guides had made, and hold on by that. Nobody could 
pick one up, or stop one, or render one the least assistance. Now, conceive my 
horror, when this Mr, Le Gios, I have mentioned, being on one side of Georgina 
and I on the other, suddenly staggers away from the narrow path on to the 
smooth ice—gives us a jerk—lets go—and plunges head-foremost down the 
smooth ice, into the black night, five hundred feet below! Almost at the same 
instant a man far behind, carrying a light basket on his head with some of our 
spare cloaks in it, misses his footing and rolls down in another place ; and after 
y him, rolling over and over like a black bundle, goes a boy, shrieking, as nobody 
y but an Italian can shriek, until the breath is tumbled out of him. ..”’

Macready is making one vast Tom Tidler’s ground of the provinces in general, 
and picking up gold and silver in great quantities. Mrs. Macready is full of 
compassion for him in consequence; and writes piously. 

We found the children well and happy; and the house very comfortable 
after all our wanderings. Gwilt’s architecture looms large and grim from a 
table in the Sala. I will exert myself to the utmost to find somebody coming 
to Rome who will take charge of it, and if my blushes for having twice left it 
behind, should have any effect upon the cover, you will find it neatly bound in 
red by the time it reaches you. 

I hope you have seen Parke’s address to the Murderous Quaker, in passing 
sentence, also Fonblanque’s article on the probability of that miserable culprit 
having imitated Belaney. I thought the first quite magnificent in its stern 
and just indignation, after the dispassionate charge (it is vigorous English too ; 
witness the use of the word ‘ tearing’); and the second quite unanswerable in 
all its wise positions.

Let me read 
where I will, an effect is produced which seems to belong to nothing else; and the 
number of people who want to come, cannot by any means be got in. I have in 
my mind this project :— 

After reading in London on the 15th of next month for the Benefit of the 
Children’s Hospital, to announce by advertisement (what is quite true), that I 
cannot answer the applications that are made to me, so numerous are they, and 
that compliance with ever so few of them is impossible. That therefore I have 
resolved upon a course of readings both in town and country, and that those in 
London will take place at St. Martin’s Hall on certain evenings—four or six 
Thursdays—through May, and just into June.

They really have made such extensive campaigns and gone through such 
an immense number of evolutions, in literature, with French and English, that 
nothing but their having something very new to achieve, can justify these ancient 
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pensioners in coming out of the Hospital for Invalids. Now, there is no individ- 
uality about M. Noel—no quaint touch of observation or imagination to single 
him out from the rest who have been doing literary duty these forty years. And 
he is so very long in going to tell that story of his, that I doubt his having much 
to tell. 

I trouble you with these few words, because Iam really anxious to explain to 
you why I cannot gratify myself by retaining the manuscript. Honestly, it would 
be a real satisfaction to me—a genuine pleasure—if I could reasonably do so. 

I cannot, of course, undertake to pronounce oracularly that the writer could 
do better ; but I think she could.”

I went right up to London 
Bridge by the boat that day, on purpose that I might pass her. Ithought her the 
ugliest and most un-ship like thing these eyes ever beheld. As to the Times 

_account—clearly a foregone. Do. You should hear Hollingshead on that matter. 
But the Director’s Body, with Mr. Ingram at their head, are all joblers and Bad 
Ones. And you may depend upon it that if that ship don’t get into trouble on the 
wild Atlantic—it won’t be theiy fault. I wouldn’t go to seain her—shiver my ould 
timbers and rouse me up with a monkey’s tail (Man-of-War metaphor) not to 
chuck a biscuit into Davy Jones’s weather eye, and see double with my own old 
top-lights.

“Your affecting letter has made a great impression on me, and fills me with 
anxiety for our dear good Elliotson. The warmest affection for him and admira- 
tion of him, I have had for years, and no circumstances could intensify those 
feelings ; but you present him in a light so very touching and distressing, that I 
find it hard to recover my composure and see our way clearly. 

And yet the main part of your letter is not new to me. From Chauney 
Tounshend (with whom I have, habitually, relations as confidential as those with 
which you and I now stand) I received an account a year and a half ago of 
Elliotson’s despondency and tendency to suicide. We observed him carefully, 
and the darkest part of the cloud passed. But neither Tounshend nor I supposed 
his professional or other worldly affairs to be as bad as you describe them to be. 

I am not sanguine as te my power of; persuasion with the sisters, But this 
does not in the least influence meas to my readiness to undertake the task of 
mediating between Elliotson and them. I think I might be able to open the 
mediation by addressing a kind of letter to them proposing to see them, which 
they could scarcely throw aside. 

It is unnecessary, I am sure, to tell you that I will do anything, and that I 
cannot do too much for the good, kind, noble, admirable fellow. SolI at once 
pass on to my plans—as‘they stood, that isto say, before I read your letter this 
morning. Understand that a word from you by telegraph, would—without at 
all alarming me or leading me to suppose that anything worse had happened— 
bring me to meet you in London, by the next Express Train. 

On Monday the 22nd, I leave here with my daughter and her Aunt, and go 
straight home to Gad’s Hill for Christmas. (Gad’s Hillis within 30 miles of 
London, and little more than an hour’s journey by North Kent Railway). 
There I remain until about the 8th of January, when I return here alone for a 
month or six weeks. I have some engagements to fulfil here at that time, and 
have promised to read, at our Embassy, for a certain charitable British 
Society, etc.”

“You and Mrs. Dallas will be surprised, but glad, to learn that there is no 
reasonable doubt of your having been misled as to the state of the Doctor’s 
practice. When we saw Symes this morning his assertions on that head were 
so positive and direct, that we felt it necessary to know to an inch the true and 
exact state of the ground on which we were going right or wrong. Therefore, 
going (without Symes) from Symes to the Doctor, we asked the Doctor the 
question, and explained to him, that it was impossible to assist him hopefully 
or with judgment, unless we were most accurately informed. He thereupon 
unlocked one of his table-drawers and produced his book of fees for (I think) 
three years, of which this present year is the last. Unless the entries from 
day to day, with varying pens and in varying states of ink were all made 
fraudulently or maniacally it is impossible to doubt that he realizes by his 
practice in this present year, more than a Thousand Pounds. The seventy 
Pounds of which you made mention in your letter to me, is right as to the 
sum, but wrong as to the time in which the sum was earned. It represents 
the professional income of a month—not a half year, but a month—whether 
the month of October or November is not material, but one of thetwo. Forster 
corrects this to August. If one can receive anything on written evidence, one 
must receive this. We had previously doubted Symes, but we felt it unreason- 
able—impossible-—to dispute this proof. It is true that his practice would 
seem, on the same testimony, to be steadily on the decline, but (including his 
receipts as physician to an Assurance Office) it yields in this, the worst of the 
years of which we have seen the account, more than a Thousand Pounds. 


I am inclined to think, as he is right in this, there may be reality in the 
three or four hundred pounds in the drawer (we did not press him on that 
head, having got at so much). But we learned from Symes that he has a 
payment of £400 to make shortly, on account (we inferred—only inferred) of 
some call on share-holding or other similar speculation, in respect of which 
Symes has also to pay money at the same time. The sum may be provided 
for that occasion. 


The House has four years to run. The Lease does not expire until the year 
1866. 

Now the difference between the real and supposed state of his practice, very 
materially affects the question of the retention of the house. He has been 
there so long and is so associated with it, that it must be held to be an element 
in the gaining of say a thousand or twelve hundred a year. And at present 
we both lean to the conclusion that the best way to serve him would be to 
endeavour (as privately as possible) to raise a fund which would not only pay 
otf the mortgage on the house at Chatham, but enable him to live rent free in 

- the house in Conduit Street, until its term expires. Another four years in his 
life, in his condition and at his age, poor fellow, are a long term. 


The quarrel with the sisters is of so complicated a kind and made up of so 
many little things (including a cockatoo), that it would be mere madness and 
moonshire to unravel it bit by bit. But we got this morning at the fact that 
its bitterness would seem to have been intensified by his going down to the now 
mortgaged house (which they then occupied) to eject them unless they paid a 
certain bill which they were bound to pay, for repairs done to it. He arriving 
on the scene, possibly to execute this threat, but certainly after having made 
it, led to their anticipating the skeedaddle policy, of later days, by climbing 
over the garden wall into their present house, and shaking the dust off their 
feet at him. 


Observe that Baker this morning, in the most positive and emphatic manner, 
besought us not to mistrust Symes! He had lived in the house eleven years, 
he had nursed the Doctor in sickness, he had always been the same, he was the 
most upright and honourable of gentlemen. This, not before the Doctor, but 
when we were quite alone. 


__ We have seen the Solicitors—tbat is, we have seen Mr. Lucas as representing 
the Firm. We have settled our course beforehand. As we could not possibly 
= move him from the position that he could only receive our communication as 
‘Miss Elliotson’s solicitor,’ we declined to make it. In proportion as we 
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receded his curiousity evidently advanced, but we held to our ground (we 
thought it absolutely necessary to avoid committing Elliotson on such terms), 
and we left him.

In Sloan’s Life of Napoleon (vol. 4, page 220) is Myrbach’s picture 
of Napoleon in the garden of Longwood, dictating his memoirs to 
Las Cases, and the chair in which he is seated so nearly resembles 
the one now offered for sale that the drawing might almost have 
been made from it. It is just such an article of furniture as would 
be used in the tropics: a light, painted, open, wooden frame, with 
cane seat. The under part of the frame (the only part not painted ) 
is worm-eaten, and on this part there was recently discovered an 
inscription on paper, in a contemporary hand, as follows :—“ This 
chair used by Napoleon Buonaparte and purchased at the sale of his 
effects at Longwood by Mr. Andrew Darling. St. Helena, 1821.” 
The inscription is also worm-holed, and the mark of the place on 
which it was gummed is still visible. The spelling of Napoleon’s 
family name, Buonaparte, will be noticed, being the original 
Corsican form, before the Consul gallicised it, and this is in 
consonance with the custom of the British Government, who never 
recognised Napoleon as Emperor, and to the day of his death 
termed him in all documents merely General Buonaparte. The 
form of the attestation is of importance, as it does not state merely 
that it is a chair from Longwood, but that it was the chair used by 
Napoleon Buonaparte, and the fact that the seat is broad (19 x 16) 
and low from the ground (only 17 inches) makes it probable that 
it was expressly made to suit the short stature and the obese pro- 
portions of Napoleon’s body at that date. The inscription has 


been preserved in a frame, and’'will be sold with the chair. On | 


the back of the chair is a brass plate, affixed there by Mr. Darling, 
as follows:—“ This Chair belonged to Napoleon Buonaparte at 
St. Helena.” The plate is much tarnished with age. Mr. Darling 
was a resident in St. Helena during Napoleon’s captivity, and his 
name in full—Mr. Andrew Darling, St. Helena—appears in the 
List of Subscribers of a scarce volume entitled “A Tour through 
the Island of St. Helena, with some Particulars respecting Napoleon 
Buonaparte, by Capt. John Barnes, 1817.” The work in question 
has a curious coloured portrait of Napoleon, from a drawing made 
on board the ‘“‘ Northumberland” on the voyage out. We thus have 
one of the most interesting relics possible to possess of one of the 
world’s greatest men—the chair in which he fretted out his exist- 
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ence during the six years of exile from the land in which he had 
acted so marvellous a part, and from which he must have dictated 
those memoirs which were intended to be a justification of his 
actions. Relics innumerable exist of many great men, some 
spurious, some real, and in the case of a personal relic of the great 
Napoleon the all-important point is documentary proof such as is 
forthcoming in the present instance. It is easy to imagine with 
what wondering eyes posterity, centuries hence, will view this 
chair, and will try to realise that its slight framework once bore 
the conqueror of Europe as his life ebbed away during the period 
of his final misfortunes. (See Illustration.)

John Augustus Atkinson, born in 1775, studied in the picture 
galleries of St. Petersburg, and, in 1803, after his return to Eng- 
land, he published the ‘“‘ Manners, Customs, and Amusements of 
the Russians” in 100 coloured plates. He exhibited 60 battle- 
pieces at the Royal Academy between 1803 and 1833, including 
a picture of the Battle of Waterloo, which was engraved by John 
Burnet, and, says Bryan’s “Dectionary of Painters,” ‘‘ He also 
painted in water-colours.’’ His various series of coloured engray- 
ings were published by firms of the highest repute and now realise 
large prices. The moment depicted in this drawing is the meeting 
with the Royal Dragoons, and so interesting an example of 
Atkinson’s work has probably not been offered for many years.

A remarkable group of signatures, that of Essex being particularly 
interesting, as the Earl was so intimately associated with Shakespeare, 
and was a man who allowed himself to be approached by the more 
eminent writers of the day. His connection with Shakespeare’s 
ftichard IT is set forth at large in the biographies of the Poet. In 
Henry V, Shakespeare paid Essex the unique compliment of presaging 
his victorious return from his Irish expedition.

in depth. This elegant casket is lined with red velvet and silver 
braid and fitted as an inkstand, with compartments containing glass 
ink-bottle and pounce box, each mounted in silver, the tops engraved 
with portraits of Shakespeare surrounded by wreaths 

This Casket was presented by the Corporation of Stratford-on-Avon, 
in 1769, to George Keate, in recognition of his Services to the 
Memory of Shakespeare. Accompanying it is the original letter of 
presentation : . 


To George Keate, Esq., London. 

Sir,—Mr. Wheler has intimated to us that you have several times 
taken the trouble of attending your Friend Mr. Garrick in our favour; and 
that you have have shown much attention and Regard to the Place which has 
the honour of giving Birth to the admired Shakespear. As you so much 
revere his Memory, we beg your acceptance of a writing Standish made from 
a Mulberry tree planted by Shakespear’s own hand ; we are happy in embracing 
this opportunity of expressing our Acknowledgments to you, and of assuring 
you that we entertain the most grateful sentiments of your civilities.—By 
order of the Mayor: Aldermen and Burgesses in Common Council, signed 
by Wm. Hunt, Town Clerk.—Stratford upon Avon, 3rd May, 1769. 


Also the original draft of Keate’s reply acknowledging the receipt of 
the Casket : 


To Mr. Hunt, Town Clerk of Stratford npon Avon. 

Sir,—Having been for some weeks in the Country, on my Return to 
Town two days ago, I received from my friend Mr. Wheeler, your most 
obliging letter, accompanied by a present which I shall preserve with that 
Veneration which is due to whatever serves to perpetuate the Memory of 
Shakespear who lived the Prodigy of Nature, and the peculiar boast of 
Stratford upon Avon. I beg by your means to return my thanks to the 
Mayor and the rest of the Gentlemen of the Corporation, and to express to 
them how sensible I am of this Public Mark of their Favour, totally un- 
merited by me ; and be pleased to assure them that I shall guard with the 
utmost zeal this Relique of their ever-memorable Tree, not more in Re- 
membrance of the Hands which planted it than of those from which I 
received it. I am, with the most sincere wishes for the Prosperity of your 
Town and Corporation, Sr. your obliged and obedt. hble. servt. G.K. 
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Together with a card on which is written : 


This inkstand was given to Mr. White by Mrs. Keate (by will) the widow 


of the gentleman to whom it was presented in May 1769 by the Corporation 
of Stratford-on-Avon—<Acton Hill, 1836. 


The absolutely complete pedigree of this elegant relic of the famous Mul- 
berry Tree (as attested by all the orrginal documents accompanying it) 
renders wt of quite unique value and interest.

*,* The following account of this most remarkable portrait is taken from 
the Antiquarian :— 


A portrait of William Shakspere taken when he lay on his death-bed, or 
at least when he was ‘‘sick unto death,’’ may be pronounced a novelty to 
most educated Englishmen; and this it is our editorial privilege to present 
to our readers in facsimile. A single glance at the portrait wili detect the 
lineaments of a man borne down by sickness; the face pale and wan, and the 
eyes deep sunk, but retaining their wonted lustre. ‘The high forehead is 
brought into prominence by the dark background of the painting, which also 
brings into relief the ample collar and other portions of the dress... . 

The painting looks stiff and rigid, and is evidently the work of an amateur, 
probably dashed off on the spur of the moment, just when an opportunity 
offered, no pains having been taken even to prepare the panel for the work 
in hand. ‘The inscription beneath the portrait, painted on another board, 
runs as follows :— 

‘* How speake thatte Browe soe pensive yet serene 
The lucidde Teare juste startynge to thine eyne 
Dost thou nowe dwelle onne Romeo’s ill starr’d love 
Or doth the tortured Moore thy passion move 
None so. Alasse no more shall phantsie’s creatures 
Adumbrate or enshroude the Poete’s Features 
To realle Illes hys Frame nowe falles a Preye 
He feels approache the Ev’ninge of Lyffe’s Daye— 
And e’er another Dawne arise to cheere 
Lyfe’s busie Sonnes may droppe poore Wil Shakspere 
Sic cecinit Cygnus Avonice et obiit 23 Aprilis 1616 AT 52.” 


On the back of the portrait is another inscription, written evidence, short of 
positive proof, that it is a veritable portrait of Shakespeare, taken from 
‘¢ the life,”’ for the contention of its believers is that it would be impossible 
for the portrait, bearing as it does upon the features visible signs of illness, 
to have been painted from memory. It is recorded that the end of the Poet 
was at last very sudden, that he was bed-ridden during some time, and that 
probably two of the three signatures to his Will were executed in bed in a 
recumbent posture. The former owner of this picture, the J. H. of 1750, 
was possibly John Hathaway, of Stratford-on-Avon, who died in 1753, 
aged 73.

.....a@ party exists in the United States formed by a combination of 
causes, who oppose the government in all its measures, and are determined (as 
all their conduct evinces) by clogging its wheels, indirectly to change the nature 
of it, and to subvert the Constitution. To effect this, no means which have a 
tendency to accomplish their purposes, are left unessayed. ‘The friends of the 
Government who are anxious to maintain its Neutrality and to preserve the 
Country in Peace, and to adopt measures to produce these desirable ends, are 
charged by them as being Monarchists—Aristocrats and Infractors of the 
Constitution—which according to their interpretation of it would be a mere 
cypher—while they arrogated to themselves (until the eyes of the People began 
to discover how outrageously they had been treated in their Commercial 
concerns by the directory of France, and that that was a ground on which they 
could no longer tread) the sole merit of being the Friends of France, when, in 
fact, they had no more regard for that Nation than for the Grand Turk, farther 
than their own views were promoted by it, denouncing those who differed from 
their opinion—whose principles are purely American—and whose sole view 
was to observe a strict Neutrality, with acting under British Influence ;—with 
being directed by her Councils ;—nay with being her Pensioners .... no one 
during the whole of my Administration, laboured more incessantly, and with 
more sincerity and zeal than I did, to avoid this, and to render every justice— 
nay favour to France consistent with the Neutrality which had been proclaimed 
to the World. . But Neutrality was not the point at which France was 
aiming ;—for whil- tit was crying Peace-Peace—and pretending that they did 
not wish us to be embroiled in their quarrel with Great Britain, they were 
pursuing measures in this country so repugnant to its Sovereignty, and so in- 
compatible with every principle of Neutrality, as must inevitably have produced 
a War with the latter..... But herein they have not only deceived France, 
but were deceived themselves, as the event has proved, for no sooner did the 
Yeomanry of tbis Country come to a right unders anding of the nature of the 
dispute, than they rose as one man with a tender of their services—their lives 
—and their fortunes—to support the government of their choice, and to defend 
their country. This has produced a declaration from them (how sincere let 
others judge) that if the French should attempt to invade this country, that 
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Lor 886—continued. 
they themselves would be amongst the foramost to repel the attack .... After 
my Valedictory Address to the People of the United States, you would, no doubt, 
be somewhat surprised to hear that I had again consented to gird on the 
Sword—But having struggled eight or nine years against the Invasion of our 
Rights by one Power and to establish an Independence of it, I could not remain 
an unconcerned Spectator of the attempts of another Power to accomplish the 
same object, though in a different way, with less preparations—indeed without 
any at all. 

887 Washington (George) A. [1 (conclusion missing) 4 full pp. 4to, Mount 
Vernon, 8 Oct. 1798, to the same, of great interest. In the first part 
of the Letter he commiscrates Lafayette on his unjust imprison- 
ment, etc. He proceeds:

Young gentlemen of the 
first families, fortunes and expectations in the United States are offering their 
services; but I hope, and most ardently pray, that the Directory of your 
Country will not, by a perseverance in the insults and indignities which they 
have heaped on this, make it necessary to resort to arms to repel an Invasion, 
or to do ourselves justice. Ican undertake to affirm that necessity only will 
drive us to it, although I am but just returned from a six weeks’ visit to Phila: 
delphia to make arrangements there for its eventuality.... Alexandria con- 
tinues to thrive, and the public buildings in the federal City go on well —and 
many private ones are commencing for the accommodation of the Members of 
Congress and Officers of Government, preparatory to the removal of the Seat of 
the Government to that place.

Moxon, 1852 
This collection of Shelley Letters was one of the most ingenious 
literary forgeries of modern times, so clever, not only in its imita- 
tion of handwriting, but in style and circumstances, as to have 
deceived the very elect. The distinguished author of ‘ Paracelsus ” 
was induced to prefix an introductory Essay of 44 pages on the life 
and genius of Shelley. The genuineness of the letters was first 
called in question by Mr. F. T. Palgrave, who saw the book at Mr. 
Tennyson’s house, and accidentally opened it at a passage which he

the ‘“‘ Quarterly Review.” Other tests were then applied, the post- 
marks were carefully examined, and little by little the network of 
fraud was unravelled.
